‘On arriving at this Theatre on Saturday evening, just as the first 
‘piece Youth, Love, and Folly, had commenced, we were surprised to 
find, that which is most abhorrent'to the feelings of managers,—a va- 
cuum! true itis, the weather was unfavorable, but that we should 
have thought, might have heen counterbalanced, by the attraction of 
a new Drama; and, in fact, ere its commencement, there was a tole- 
rable sprinkling, not only in the boxes, but also in the pit and galleries, 
se that the dreary appearance of the house, on the rising of the cur- 
tain, must be attributed to the fashien of going late te'the Theatre, 
which the ground!ings and the gods imitate, from the more aristocra- 
tical portion of the audience. J/y Wife or My Place? which was 
acted for the first time, was designated in the bills asa petite Comedy, 
now, thuvgh Farce would have been the more appropriate appellation, 
as it was a very amusing bagatelle, we will not quarrel with the mis- 
nomer, as ‘a rose by.any other name, would smell as sweet.” ‘The 
principal character in this two act Comedy, or Farce, we dont care 
which, is a Mr. Dapeley, (W. Farren,) a most inveterate place hun- 
ter, who arrives in London, accompanied by his young wife Adeline, 
(Miss Taylor,) to push his fortune. The first scene introduces us to 
the bureau of Sir Harry Hairbrain, (Vining,) an idle thoughtless man 
of fashion, who solely because he is nephew to the prime minister, ‘is 
a commissioner, (but of what we are not told,) the sitnation of secre- 
tary to the commissioner beiog vacant, Sir Harry, to propitiate Dara- 
ble, (Webster,) an employé in his office, promises the place to a 
relative of his, jast after arrives Mr. Dupeley, to sulicit the secretary- 
ship for himself, and meets with the most cutting reception, aud re- 
fusal, but he bas scarcely heen dismissed, when his wife enters with 
his forgotten memorial, and on Sir Harry diseovering who she is, Mr. 
Dupeley is recalled, received with marked attention, and-the secretary- 
ship given without hesitation to him. Sir Harry also presents to Mr. 
and Mrs. Dupeley, cards for a ball, to be given in the evening, by his 
sister Lady Modeley, (Mrs. Faucit.) 

At this ball SirHarry pays the most assiduous court to Mrs.Dupeley, 
and the jealousy of her hasband is excited by the inuendoes of Durable, 
who hopes by that means to prevail on Dupeley to resign the promised 
place. Alfred, (Brioda!,) and Adeline had been affianced, aod 2 mu- 

tual affection still subsists between them, checked on the lady’s side by 
—__... sense of dntv+ hnt when Adeline perceives her husband’s jealousy, . 
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she concludes Alfred to be the object, and to prove her innocence, gives 
him an unopened letter, addressed to her by Alfred, requesting him to 
return it to the writer. Dupeley believing Sir Harry to be the author, 
gives him the letter, and resigns his place ; Sir Harry at once sees the 
mistake, but keeps the secret, and on the news being brought that Al- 
fred is appointed the commissioner, Dapely is overjoyed with the idea 
of keeping both his wife and his place ; this, however, Adeline forbids, 
and declares her resolution of returning to the country ;—Dupely then 
discovers who is tle real letter writer, and consoles himself with 
having kept his wife tho’ he has lost his place. The acting of Farren 
may be styled perfect; there was no exaggeration, but the best effect 
was produced without once overstepping the modesty of nature ; if his 
address to the sudience at the end of the piece, where he solicits to be 
placed at the head of the theatrical department had been omitted it 
would have been as well, it savonred a little too much of vanity, he 
was ably supported by Brindal, Vining, Webster, and Miss ‘T'aylor : 
the latter introduced a song, accompanicd by herself oo the piano-forte 
which was encored. We have heard that Mr. Shannon is the author, 
if so we congratulate him on its success, ss it was received throughout 
with universal langhter avd applause. The Opera of Rob Roy con- 
eluded the entertainments.
